fighter-bombers made up to 200 
strikes on elements of four 
North Vietnamese regiments. 


The North Vietnamese forces 


made new shelling attacks and 
ground assaults for the fifth day 
today 
after driving South 


Vietnamese troops from a 
mountain outpost with heavy 
losses. 


The 
South 
Vietnamese 


Command claimed more than 
200 North Vietnamese were 
killed, many of them by U. S. air 
and artillery attack. Reports 
said that 33 South Vietnamese 
troops were killed and 13 South 
Vietnamese and two American 
advisers were wounded. 


The hardest fighting occurred 


on 1,500-foot Mt Nui Ba Ho, nine 
miles south of the DMZ and 21 
miles east of the Laotian border, 
where an estimated 500 North 
Vietnamese attacked a com- 
pany of less than 200 South 
Vietnamese marines. 


The marines abandoned the 


outpost, 
and 
U. S. fighter- 


bombers, helicopter gunships 
and artillery hammered the 
North Vietnamese positions 
continuously. Half a dozen B52s 
struck, before dawn today,

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Parents Like To Have Teen Code 
Of Behav/or For Social Activities 


By DOROTHY RICKER 


In many localities parents 


with the help of their teens have 
banded together to develop a 
code of behavior covering the 
principal social activities of the 
junior high school age group. It 
seems that both parents and 
teens need guidance through 
this difficult age period when 
most are uncertain about where 
to draw the line on parties, 
dances, curfews and all the 
other social-activity problems 
which begin while teens are in 
the 7th, 8th and 9th grades. 


Of course, if all parents used 


good judgment and all teens had 
been taught good manners no 
"code of behavior " would be 
necessary. But, unfortunately, 
in any group and in any neigh- 
borhood there will be some 
parents and teen-agers, too, 
whose judgment is faulty and 
manners are atrocious. 


The purpose of a code is to 


spell out answers to questions 
which 
come 
up 
frequently 


between young teens and their 
parents. Many of the questions 
pertaining to teen social ac- 
tivities have no specific an- 
swers, only opinions to use as a 
guide. But when the opinions are 
shared by the 
majority of 


families in a group, they provide 
a standard to follow, a source of 
authority to fall back on. This 
leads to less parent-teen fric- 
tion. If all youngsters in a group 
have 
to 
follow 
the 
same 


restrictions, no one teen-ager 
can be scornfully pointed out by 
the crowd as "being treated like 
a baby." 


What questions come up and 


what answers are needed to 
meet the special problems of 
social activities among junior 
high schoolers? From the codes 
I have seen it is interesting to 
note that only a small portion of 
each code has to do with rules 
governing 
the 
g r o u p . 


The major portion of all codes 
deals with the manners of the 
individual 
teen-ager, 
which 


should 
have 
been 
initiated

No regular, solo dates should 


be allowed while in junior high 
school. Only all boys, all girls or 
mixed group activities should be 
allowed at this age.

Not before a girl is 15, 


preferably 16, is what most 
parents say about car dating. 


And then a car date consists of 


only short trips around town 
with boys parents approve of as 
safe drivers and suitable dates 
for their daughters. 


Many other points are in- 


cluded in various codes of 
behavior but most of the ad- 
ditional items are incidental. 
Those listed here are the ones 
around which most parent-teen 
conflicts develop.

program has undergone con- 
siderable evolution since he first 
proposed it just two years ago. 
Unfortunately it still has the 
same "bugs" in it today that 
caused its demise in the Senate 
Finance Committee. 


The program was first called 


the Guaranteed Annual Income 
Plan, 
but 
not 
liking 
the 


socialistic ring to this, the White 
House dubbed it the Family 
Assistance Plan. Now, after 
being worked over in the House 
Ways and Means Committee, it 
is often called the Nixon-Mills 
welfare reform plan, referring 
to the committee chairman, 
Wilbur Mills.

income of $1,600 for a family of 
four.

welfare rolls. Lending credence 
to this belief is a recently- 
completed study commissioned 
by the U.S. Chamber of Com- 
merce. It was conducted by two 
outstanding economists, Alfred 
and 
Dorothy 
Telia 
of 


Georgetown University. 


THE ESSENTIAL point of the 


Tellas' conclusions is that the 
Nixon-Mills plan would actually 
discourage welfare recipients 
from 
working, and 
in the 


process add billions to the 
taxpayers' load each year. 


The team reached this con- 


clusion 
after 
impressive 


research. Among other things, 
they compared census figures of 
persons who have non-wage 
income against persons who do 
not. Those who have non-wage 
income (equated with welfare) 
tend to quit work after reaching 
a certain level of income, the 
study shows. 


Under the Nixon-Mills plan, a 


family of four may keep the first 
$720 of earnings. Thereafter, 
their welfare benefits would be 
reduced as the family income 
increased. 
When 
income 


reaches $4,320, benefits would be 
stopped. The practical effect is 
that a welfare recipient who 
goes to work loses 67 cents of 
every dollar he earns above the 
first $720 income. 


Based on their study, the 


Tellas 
contend 
that 
the 


"working poor," who would be 
covered by welfare for the first 
time under this bill, would ac- 
tually tend to work less than 
they do now rather than being 
encouraged to work more as the 
proponents of the bill have in- 
sisted they would. 


WHY WOULD a father con- 


tinue 
"moonlighting" 
or 


working overtime hours, or why 
would a wife continue her part- 
time job for just 33 cents of each 
dollar they earn? The family 
would be little better off, and in 
fact, might in some cases be 
worse off by doing so, the study 
states. 


Ways and Means Committee 


members say the Tellas' study 
is speculative. These members 
need to be reminded that they 
themselves rejected pleas for a 
temporary 
demonstration 


program to see if the bill's work 
incentives were adequate. They 
should remember that the work 
incentives in the bill are un- 


tested, and therefore 
purely 


speculative. 


It might also be recalled that a 


few years ago under the Johnson 
administration a welfare-work 
pilot program was conducted in 
New Jersey. Later analysis of 
that program agreed with the 
Tellas' 
study—that 
after 
a 


welfare recipient achieved a 
certain income, the incentive 
was not enough to cause him to 
earn more and often encouraged 
him to stop work altogether. 


While 
Ways 
and 
Means 


Committee members want the 
federal government to take over 
most or all welfare, there is 
evidence 
that 
the 
states 


themselves can do a better job. 
They 
are 
better 
equipped, 


barring interference from the 
federal level, to cut waste and 
give assistance only to the true 
needy. 


THERE IS evidence also that 


the states can do a better job of 
providing work opportunities 
and enforcing stricter work 
requirements 
than 
can the 


federal government. One bill 
among several that attacks the 
welfare problem along these 
lines is that of Sen. Carl Curtis of 
Nebraska.

Mediterranean basin, c) the 
convulsion in our relations with 
Red China, and d) the con- 
tinuing relative deterioration in 
our tactical and strategic ar- 
maments. 


Enough gentlemen of 
the 


press assumed that Senator 
Buckley was involved in the 
conspiracy to cause him for- 


mally to disengage, not from the 
sentiments expressed by the 
conspirators, but 
from 
the 


conclusions they reached. He 
then proceeded to write a long 
and thoughtful statement of his 
own, to the effect that if the 
President 
permits 
the 


crystallization of conservative 
opposition, he is unlikely to be 
reelected. It is all v?ry well to 
say that conservatives 
have 


nowhere else to go. That may be 
true. But a successful campaign 
by Mr. Nixon is going to need 
enthusiasm. And it is from 
among American conservatives 
that most of the political en- 
thusiasm springs.

The Soda-Burp Factor

WASHINGTON 
— 
The 


ballyhooed Kennedy Center for 
the Performing Arts doesn't 
open officially until next month. 
But the aroma of big money and 
elite hanky-panky inside is 
already worse than the smell of 
the Potomac Rivei1 outside. 


The building, a huge marble 


palace shaped like a low-rise 
boxcar, has already cost the 
taxpayers $43 million. Yet the 
public won't even be able to get 
into the building without paying 
an admission fee unless millions 
more are appropriated for 
guided tours of the grandiose 
corridors. 


Although the public has paid 


most of the bills, there has been 
no visible effort at economy. The 
place is so lavishly appointed 
that chandeliers have been 
installed in the elevators. Up- 
stairs, there is a swanky, haute- 
cuisine restaurant for the rich 
with the pretentious name "La 
Grande Scene." 


That's not the worst of it. All 


the concessions have been 
granted to outfits that have done 
favors for the place. 


The program concession, for 


example, was awarded to the 
Saturday Review, one of the 
nation's 
most 
prestigious 


magazines, which has lately 
been picking up extra cash by 
publishing slick, magazine-si/e 
programs for cultural centers. 


There followed this curious 


sequence of events. A column 
mildly critical of the center's 
clumsy design was written for 
the 
magazine by 
Wolf von 


Eckardt, 
the 
brilliant ar- 


chitecture 
critic 
of 
the 


Washington Post. 


Although 
von 
Eckardt's 


column was part of a regular 
series he had bnen doing for the- 


Review and he had received 
approval to write about cultural 
centers, 
his column on the 


Kennedy Center was sup- 
pressed. 


The reason given was that he 


had not stuck to the subject of 
architecture. The Review then 
published a cover story on the 
center 
which can only be 


described as a puff piece. 


The article 
asserts, 
for 


example, that "no complaints 
have been heard about the 
elegant concert hall." In fact, 
the concert hall has become the 
subject of continuing con- 
troversy because its stage is 
virtually invisible from several 
hundred 
upper-tier 
seats. 


Moreover, the view of the stage 
from certain other seats is 
partially obscured 
by the 


chandeliers. 


CULTURAL CONFLICT 


The Review's favorable ar- 


ticle was written by its music 
critic, Irving Kolodin, who also 
happens to be the same man who 
will edit the program-magazines 
the Review is publishing for the 
center. 


Reached by my associate Brit 


Hume, Review Editor Norman 
Cousins expressed shock and 
dismay at hearing of the 
episode, which he said had been 
unknown to him. He promised 
an immediate investigation. 
Meanwhile, von Eckardt is no 
longer writing columns for the 
Saturday Review. 


The rest of the services for the 


building — food, maintenance 
and parking — will be provided 
by subsidiaries of one company, 
International Telephone and 
Telegraph, which gave the 
center $30,000 and advanced it 
another $3.5 million when it got 
in a financial jam. 


Roger Stevens, the onetime 


Broadway impressano who is 
chairman of the center, insists 
that all the contracts have been 
granted "according to Hoyle." 


Yet the parking contract was 


tied to the $3.5 million advance. 
And the maintenance contract, 
although not finally approved, 
was tentatively given not to one 
of the Washington area con- 
tractors but to an ITT subsidiary 
based in Ohio. Further, the job 
wasn't granted on the basis of 
the lowest bid but the lowest of 
the "best" bids. It was left to the 
center's brass to decide which 
bids were best, a judgment 
made in favor of their ITT 
benefactors. 


We have talked to owners of 


several smaller companies. One 
said he was twice told by an ITT 
vice president a year before the 
maintenance contract was let 
that ITT had the job "sewed up" 
and anyone else's bid would be 
"an exercise in penmanship." 


All said they understood that 


ITT had the inside track for any 
concessions at the center.

On Air Pollution Watered Down

WASHINGTON (AP)— Ralph 


Nader has assaulted new federal 
air pollution guidelines for 
states as a watered down 
product of Nixon administration 
in fighting. 


The Environmental Protec- 


tion Agency, as required by the 
Clean Air Act of 1970, has 
released the new regulation for 
use by the states in drawing up 
new pollution controls. The idea 
is to provide healthy, breathable 
air nationwide by mid-1975. 


The author of the act, Sen 


Edmund Muskie, D-Maine, said 
he'll act on Nader's charges by 
investigating the guidelines 
released by EPA Administrator 
William D Ruckelshaus 


In a phone interview, Nader 


said Ruckelshaus authored a set 
of strong regulations which 
included high standards for auto 
exhaust emission, state in- 
spections of cars now on the 
road and strong requirements 
for 
new 
pollution 
control 


equipment in industry. 


But 
when 
the 
proposed 


regulations reached the Office of 
Management and Budge1, ihey 
were heavily watered down, he 
said. 


"This is the Cambodia of the - 


environmental 
movement," 


Nader said in reference 
to 


President Nixon's decision to 
send American troops into 
Cambodia in 1970. "Where do we 
go from here?" 


The guidelines are so weak 


i\'ader said, they "violate the 
intent of the Clean Air Act of 
1970 " 


Nader said attempts by

Associated Press. Here are 
some of his views: 


Q. In addition to the resolution 


granting you discretionary

on 
membership 


requirements, 
the national 


convention also considered and 
rejected an amendment to 
eliminate 
the 
white 
rule 


outright Are these proposals 
being considered because of the 
threat of court action against the 
Elks, or is there sentiment 
among the members for a 
change? 


Fournace: The First time this 


amendment was brought up in 
1969 there was a mere handful 
that voted to take the word 
"white" out. This last time it is 
my judgment that of those 
present at least 40 per cent voted 
to eliminate the word. And I 
think this is something that is 
typically American 


I think the average citizen of 


the United States does not like to 


be forced or told what he has to 
do He prefers without pressure 
to make up his own moral 
determination and ideas. So 
what would happen next year I 
don't know. 


Q. Are the Elks 
under 


pressure from the courts to 
change their membership rules? 


Fournace- They (subordinate 


lodges) have a problem with 
local ordinances that claim they 
are discriminating and as a 
matter of fact there are several 
cases before the Supreme Court 
not directly involving the Elks. 
We have one now in the federal 
court m the state of Washington. 
We say we are under the First 
Amendment, a private club just 
like your home and therefore 
under the Constitution of the 
United States, we have the right 
of privacy. 


Q. Why was the white mem- 


bership rule originally passed? 


Fournace: That particular 


provision has been in the con- 
stitution since about 1890, or 
perhaps prior to that time When 
it was put in, it is very doubtful 
that anyone thought about it 
from the standpoint of the Negro 
race. It was more likely the 
Orientals that were coming into 
the West Coast, and many of the 
lodges 
in the West had a 


problem in those days, believe it 
or not, with the red man. So 
actually why it was put in is 
questionable.

fading in many American resort 
areas, but not at the Giant 
Dipper at Santa Cruz. 


The Giant Dipper is the last 


classic roller coaster between 
Vancouver, B. C., and San 
Diego, and is still a thrilling way 
to spend 70 cents and one minute 
and 52 seconds. 


In San Francisco, 85 miles to 


the north, the Big Dipper at 
Playland at the Beach was razed 
several years ago under a new 
building code. 


The ship Queen Mary has 


displaced the roller coaster and 
arcade at Long Beach, and 
developers have purchased 
concessions at famous Palisades 
Park, N. J. 


Others 
were 
either 


demolished, 
abandoned 
or 


converted to more profitable 
use, as a changing notion of fun 
kept Americans away from the 
big parks 


Long gone are Glen Echo near 


Washington, D. C.: White City 
near 
Worcester, 
Mass.; 


Olympic Park near Irvmgton, 
N. J.; plus parks at Santa 
Monica and Venice in Southern 
California, and Portland, Ore. 


"The pace of business is 


changing," says Irvin Kirby of 
Nashville, Tenn., editor of 
Amusement Business. 


However, he adds, many old 


parks such as Santa Cruz will 
survive because they remain as 
profitahlP a? npw parks like 
Disneyland, 
which 
create 


fantasies and themes with their 
rides. 


The mile-long Santa Cruz 


Beach and Boardwalk, with its 
merry-go-round, chair lift and 
mini cars, still attracts 30,000 
persons Saturdays and Sundays 
and about 2 million per year. 


"Since 1924, the roller coaster 


has swept 4 million riders 
around banked curves at speeds 
of 55 miles an hour. 


Three persons have been 


killed, because they stood up or 
broke other safety regulations. 
No injuries or deaths have oc- 
curred since 1944
